Raspberries  follow  the  strawberries  paying  the  bills 
until  the  tree  fruits  begin  to  move. 

A  certain  Michigan  Orchardist  near  Fennville,  has 
found,  since  planting  berries  along  with  his  fruit 
trees,  that  there  have  been  seasons  when  the  small 
fruits  paid  out  better  than  the  tree  fruits.  There 
were  two  years  when  they  tided  him  over  the  Winter. 
Chiefly  as  a  result  of  his  apples  and  peaches  freez¬ 
ing  out. 

Other  Orchardists  have  found  a  measure  of  farm 
relief  by  adding  small  fruits  to  their  production 
programs.
